You can maks umss of your extea
erumbse In & varlety of ways, The wise
housekeeper knows that all fried foods
are more digestitle If they wre coated
bhafore cooking with a thin coating of sgg
and bread erumbse, The thin jacket thus
farmed around the food helps to retain the
flavor of the food and prevents undue
absorption of fat, If you eannot obialn
egks, & little milk may be used In their
phite. In Bboth cases the fatproof Jacket
will prove more efficlent If the crumbs
are finely powdered. Fizh cutlels, cro-
quattes of all kinds, calvea' brains, scale
fops, ail will require fried bread crumbs,
and it will save you time to have a jar
of them at hand. Thay are really dells
elous sprinkled on bolled ham, bacan, and
with cheese, egis, tomatoes, etc, cooked
au gratin,

What Deep Breath'ng Will Do

Deep Breathing will expand the chent,
fill out the hollowa In a thin neck and
mnke the thront round and full If one will
but take the trouble to learn how to
branthe correctly. 1f you will try it for
just one month you will be surprised
at the result; and If you will cultivate
the habit of breathing through the non-
trils constantly the neck hollows will be
filled out without any great effort.

The last thing at night and the frst
thing In the moming, In a well-ventl-
lated room and while you are In your
nightdrens, Is the time for practica. It
will take® only about ten minutes of your
time and la well worth while, To begln,
place the fingers In the hollows on each
sida of the collar bones and tnke a desp
breath, through the noatrils, with the
mouth closed, untll you feel your lunga
ean hold no more, and when the lungs
expand the hollows can be felt by the
fingars filling up. Hold your breath until
you count fve, and expel through the
nostrils slowly. Practics this ten times
at first and gradually get up to 15, and
atop there, By that time, If you havae
practiced falthfully, you should breath
entirely through the nostrils and deep
breathing hns come to stay.

You will so muoh hattar and
brighter when this is accomplished, for
the lungs are given um to use and il
with God'a good, pure alr.

A few exerclses given below will nasist
in miking the throst round and full:

Tuke a deep breath, bend the head
slowly forward untll the c¢hin touches
the neck; exhale and relax ths muscles
entirely. Take another deep breath, then
ntiffan the muscles and slowly ralse the
head; bend backward as far as poasible,
exhale nt once and bring the head back
to s normal position. Repent thls ex-
ercise ten times, and by that time you
will fecl tired, Do this for five nightn
and then add the following:

Breathe' and exhalo as described above,
and bend the head to the left and then
to the right. Repenf this only five times,
Aftor using these two exercises for five
nights, add the third and lnat:

Tike a deep breath, making the muscles
of the neck tense, and turn the head,
leoking backward over the right shoul-
der nm far ns you can. Exhale and re-
turn to thea natural position, Breathe

agnln and turn the head to the laft and
axhile,

These three exercises, If used falth-
fully, will aceomplish all one needs. They
are wafe and will develop the neck, as
wall as permanently preserve the youth-
ful contour,
